“Another important point ip 
vttracting a good faculty is to 
offer an opportunity for re 
search relevant to the level at 
which that faculty teaches.” 

On the new system reducing 
or effecting local autonomy on 
the several campuses: 


“I can answer that quickly 
It is the job of the chancellor 
and the trustees to discover and 


to release responsible initiative. 


On the question of whether 
California has overemphasized 
science at the expense of the 
liberal arts: 


“Let me answer that this 
way. All across the nation, the 
impact of government grants in 
the scientific categories has 
threatened to develop an im- 
balance in higher educatiog 
and therefore ultimately an im- 
balance in our culture. This 
remark is intended as a criti- 
cism of Congress, not of higher 
education. 


“Of the existing grants I feel 


that there are not enough ol! 
them, they are too categorical 


und too small.” 


On the question of the rok 
sports should play in colleges: 


Phe only kind of athletics 
wre ptable mn higher education 
is geminely amateur. An ath 
lete should ibe given no specia: 
consideration. There should be 
no athletic scholarships and 
10 dual academic standards. 


QOolleges are not in the bus 
iness of public entertainment; 
thev are in the education bus- 
iness. Lhe more students wh 
play, the better. By that { sup- 
port a strong intramural pro- 
gram of athletics and genuine 
unateur intercollegiate com- 
petition

d in prestige bused on win

“Ever since the Second Mor- 
rill Act of 1890 the federal 
covernment has made to the 
land-grant schools a recur- 
ring annual conrtibution for 
curent expenses. No one would 
argue that this support is an 


intrusion on the schools. 


“It can be argued , you 
know, that state aid means 
shate control—local — schoo! 
district aid means school 
bourd control, private phil- 
anthrophy means philan- 
thropic control. 


“The real control over edu- 
caution occurs when support is 
withheld.”
